quantities of lime are removed from 
all soils as calcium bicarbonate. Cav- 
endish, who discovered that the car- 
bonate is soluble in water charged 
with carbon dioxides, demonstrated 
the presence of the bicarbonate In 
many natural waters, and indicated 
thus a serious source of loss from the 
calcium carbonate (lime) stores of the 
soil." 


Johnston wrote in 1849 on "Use of 


Lime in Agriculture:" 
"Experience 


everywhere teaches that the influence 
of the lime we have laid upon our 
fields after a time gradually diminish- 
es, the grass becomes visibly less rich 
and fuller of weeds every year, the 
crops of corn less abundant, the sam- 
ple of grain inferior, and the kind of 
grain which the land will ripen leas 
valuable. Does the lime actually "dis- 
appear from the soil, or does it merely 
cease to act? This question was most 
distinctly answered by Lampadlus. He 
mingled lime with the soil of a certain 
piece of land until It was In proportion 
of 1.19 per cent of its whole weight, 
and he determined subsequently by 
analysis the proportion of litue it con- 
tained in each of the three succeeding

came the following reply: 
Mr. F. E. Dudderar, Covina, Cal. 


Dear Sir: 
Your letter of Nov. 21, 


with samples of diseased citrus fruits 
in six lots, came duly to hand. We 


, have made a careful examination of 
these specimens. Miss Hasse has made 
the microscopic and cultural tests of 
the same and we have to report as 
follows: 


Lot 1.—Diseased twigs and fruit of 


Tangerine. The primary disease on 
these tangerine specimens is the wi- 
thertip fungus. The steins and fruits 
all show the presence of the fungus 
colletotrichum (the Withertip fungus). 
They also show a very large amount 
of a brown mold which we know as 
cladosporium. 
The 
dead 
and 
dry 


fruits were almost completely covered 
with a dense growth of the fungus. 
This Is undoubtedly secondary and 
probably came in after the fruits were 
diseased. Cladosporium thrives in a 
very damp atmosphere and is usually 
w>t able to attack and kill vigorous 
plants. The twigs showed a good deal 
of duflt and dirt, indicating that they 
were taken from low-hanging branch 
es. 
' 


In addition these specimens showed 


evidence of chlorosis, especially the 
younger twigs, which appeared to have 
a forced secondary growth, resulting 
from the attacks of the/withertip. 
Chlorosis shows up on young growth 
which has been forced by; cutting back 
or' by killing of • the tips. As you 
doubtless know, chlorosis is a result 
of unfavorable; soil conditions. It Is 
often called mottled leaf in your state 
because of the yellowed, mottled ap- 
pearance of large leaves on affected 
trees. 


Lot 2.—Diseased twigs, leaves and 


fruit of the lemon. The withertip was 
abundant on the twigs and leaves, kill- 
ing the tips of the twigs and produc- 
.ing various stages of discoloration and 
drying-out of the leaves. The fungus 
was found in fruit on both twigs and 


. leaves. The lemon fruits were not at- 


tacked, but were evidently suffering 
from the foliage and twig injury. We 
note that this lot was grown on sandy 
soil. 


Lot 3.—Lemons grown on heavy soil. 


Both leaves and twigs of this lot were 
affected with the withertip fungus. 
The fruits had evidently all dropped 
except some white small ones, and the 
dropping was probably due to twig in- 
fection with withertip. The little fruits 
did not show the presence of wither- 
tip fungus, but it may have been on 
the fruits which fell off. 


Lot 4.—Specimens of leaves and 


twigs of the pomelo. Twigs had been 
killed by, the withertip fungus and 
showed the characteristic effects of 
this disease. Secondary shoots had 
pushed as result of twig killing- and 
these showed a distinct chlorotic ap- 
pearance. 
^ 


Lot 5.—Navel orange leaves, twigs 


ind fruit. Most of the twigs were ser- 
iously injured by the withertip dis- 
ease, and in many cases'were entirely 
defoliated and dead. The few leaves 
remaining appeared to be discolored 
and weakened, but did not show the 
fungus. This was also true of the 
small, immature specimen of fruit, but 
both leaves and fruit were evidently 
weakened-, and starved from the at- 
tacks of the disease of the twigs. The 
twigs also were considerably infested 
with-lichens. These are in themselves 
not very serious, but they indicate a 
foggy or moist condition of the air 
where these specimens are grown, 
which probably also favor withertip. 
Lichens grow mostly in cool weather, 
while the withertip fungus grows in 
warm weather; 
; 


Lot 6.—Valencia oranges. This lot 


showed the same characteristics as 
the navels. Most of the twigs were 
infected with the withertip fungus and 
the fruits were marked with anthrac- 
nose spots. This, like the tangerine, 
also contained a dense growth of clad- 
osporium. 
^ You will see from this detailed ac- 
count that your specimens showed a 
serious attack of the withertip fungus, 
with more or less of a tendency to 
chlorosis. 


The best remedy for the withertip 


consists in a combination of pruning 
and spraying. It is desirable to trim 
out just as far as possible all these 
diseased twigs, in that way getting 
rid of the source of infection of the 
fungus. It think it xwould be advan- 
tageous to clean out the lower branch- 
es and possibly to thin the branches 
of your tree? so as to allow as much 
ventilation and air through them as 
possible. Of course 1 know that the 
orange naturally makes a dense top, 
distinctly more so than our deciduous 
fruit trees, so that the thinning should 
not be done tdo strongly. 


The spraying dates for the wither- 


tip in your section are not well worked 
out. Bordeax mixture has given the 
best results.,on the withertip, but we 
feel somewhat at loss as to the exact 
dates and kinds of treatment to rec- 
ommend for your locality. The aim 
in general should be to protect the 
'fruits'by spraying through their most 
critical period and make the treat- 
ments ahead of supposed infection 
periods. 


As to the chlorosis, we are not able 


to give any remedy for that disease 
No one knows exactly what causes 
chlorosis. It is under investigation by 
the department and we hope it is not 
serious in your orchard. .

The J. M. Riley orange holdings of 


100 acres, situated on Azusa avenue, 
bave been added to the acreage pro- 
rated 
through the 
California Fruit 


Growers' Exchange. The deal was 
made last week, and the announce- 
ment was made locally by Harry Dani- 
erel, who has been the representative 
of the Riley interests for the past 
eight years, and who will continue to 
pack the Riley oranges at the packing 
house on Azusa avenue, but who will 
market them through the great co- 
operative system. 


The Riley house has been known as 


one of the independent packing plants 
that put up an exceptionally fine pack. 
Mr. Darnerel's long service in the or- 
ange industry, both as grower and 
-packer, has fitted him for the work, 
and he has always obtained very sat- 
isfactory results. The reason for tak- 
ing this large acreage into the Ex- 
change is not' specifically stated by 
Mr. Damerel, but it is supposed that 
the change was made- because of the 
superiority of service that is claimed 
' by the big combined packers. The 


California Fruit Growers' Exchange 
has about 62 per cent of the orange 
and lemon marketing of the state, and 
•as a cooperative system, has been a 
satisfactory one to all growers that 
Imve availed themselves of this sys- 
tem.

nation has been misunderstood. The 
Thompson bill has been drafted will 
the view of giving as nearly equa 
representation as possible to the dis 
tricts, irrespective of whether it be f 
city or country district. The Randal 
bill claims to favor the country dis 
tricts, as opposed to the city districts 
inasmuch as it limits the number o: 
assemblymen to the three counties o 
Los Angeles, San Francisco and Ala 
meda to 34, and the senators to 17 
whereas an apportionment according 
to census would give 19 senators aiic 
;*8 assemblymen to those three coun 
ties. Unfortunately for the consistency 
of the author of the bill, he has no 
carried his plan of county control into 
his division of Los Angeles county 
To 185,000 people living outside of th 
city of Los Angeles, he has apportion 
ed one senator and three assembly 
men. The balance of the districts are 
either made entirely city, or are si 
drawn that the city altogether con 
trols the county population by a verj 
large majority, in each case. 


On the other hand, the so culled 


"city 
plan", 
proposed by 
Senator 


Thompson, gives Los Angeles four 
senatorial districts and six assembly 
districts controlled by the county out- 
side of Los Angeles city. The result, 
if >.the Randall bill should be accept- 
ed, would be that Los Angeles city 
would so largely dominate in the del- 
egation from this county as to prac- 
tically eliminate the representation 
from the county outside of Los An- 
geles city. Some members from Los 
Angeles county have been criticized 
for not supporting the Randall bill, on 
the ground that they were not work- 
ing for the interest of the country por- 
tion of Los Angeles.

This man thought that if four notes in succession were so 
placed that they seemed impossible for the violin, the voice, or other 
instruments, it would be well to overcome these difficulties by in- 
dividualizing the notes. So, he laid undue stress on each note iu the 
bar, accenting it out of all proportion to its value iu the melody, 
twisting and turning these accents until each note made a separate 
and undeniable impression on the brain. Then, when these notes 
were played as they were intended to be played, it was discovered 
that what seemed impossible was not only possible, but smooth, beau- 
tiful and marvelously technical. 


Kubelik is the master technician of the players of violins. He 


learned more than his teacher, aud put it into practice. That he 
hasn't the prc-1 violin soul of Elman, his contemporary, simply goes 
to show that there is more than technique in anything, but he is an 
indescribably*wonderful artist. 
No man has ever yet been master of 


all the passions. 
Kubelik's art is one shiuingly inlaid pearl in the 


mosaic of the world's achievements.

The denuding of the hills and can- 


yons of the California holly is some- 
thing" that is regretted each year by 
those who know the methods employ- 
ed in gathering the branches and ber- 
ries for the decorative 
effects 
in 


churches and homes. The California 
holly, which is really not holly at all, 
is very beautiful this year, as it grows 
in the small canyons and on the hill- 
sides south of Covina. Small armies 
of boys and girls have been at work 
for a week, breaking off the branches 
and bringing them into town. 


If the youngsters would take with 


them a common orange picking pair 
of cutters, with which to snip off the 
smaller branches, the result would be 
much better for the tree, and would 
be more satisfactory to the gatherer 
of the Yuletide decorations. 
Tearing 


the holly away from the tree in large 
branches is a huge waste. Already, 
along the streets and 
outside 
the 


churches, one may see large branches 
refuse from the decorating in the 
building. This has taken just that 
much from the life of the shrub, and 
another year, when the Yuletide hunt- 
ers go into the hills, it must be the 
hunt for the holly in ,£he deeper re- 
cesses of the canyon, 
where 
the 


branches have not been torn away at 
a previous year. 
The holly that has been coming Into 


the town from the Puente hills this 
year fa as perfect as it ever is at 
l^iis »Jason. The frost has not dark- 
enedfthe berries, and the leaves .seem 
free/ from the brown smut that is 
sometimes found in such large quan- 
tities that it spoils it for decorative 
purposes. While this shrub is in no 
sense as beautiful as the English or 
New England holly, it serves Its pur- 
pose admirably, and until the last few 
yaars, was plentiful in the hills. Only 
Hhe most adventurous ones can now 
find it in any large quantities. It 
would not be a bad plan for the teach- 
ers in the schools to instruct the chil- 
dren, ( and for all persons to learn the 
lesson), that it is a wanton waste to 
break down these shrubs, when all 
that is needed is the small and most 
perfect branches. 


Landscape Gardener Talks To Farm- 


ers' Club About Value In Civic 


Improvements. 


The illustrated talk on parks, giv- 


en under the auspices of the Farmers' 
Club In the Isis theater last week, 
was very interesting, and Mr. L. D. 
Cox, 
who is the landscape gardener

at such special election, bonds of said 
City of Covina to the amount of sev- 
enty thousand dollars ($70,000.00) in 
denominations of five hundred dollars 
($500.00) each shall be issued and sold 
for the purpose of acquiring and con- 
structing said sewer system, which 
bonds shall be known and designated 
as "Covina Sewer Bonds, 1912." 


Section 10.—The bonds authorized 


to be issued pursuant to said election 
shall bear interest from their issuance 
until paid at the rate of five (5) per 
cent per annum, payable semi-annual 
.ly, and the principal and interest of 
said' bonds shall'" be payable in gold 
coin of the United States of America 
in the manner following, to-wit: four 
of said five hundred dollar oonds 
shall be paid each and every year at 
the office of the City Treasurer of said 
City of Covina in said City of Covina, 
in the County of Los Angeles, State of 
California, on a day and date to be 
fixed by the legislative branch of said 
municipality, together with interest on 
all sums unpaid at such date; provid- 
ed that the interest on the said bonds 
shall be paid semi-annually, one of 
such semi-annual payments being fix- 
ed at the date of the payment of the 
annual installment of the principal of 
such indebtedness; and provided fur- 
ther, that said interest shall be evi- 
denced by proper coupons attached to 
said bonds, and that said bonds shall 
be signed by the Executive of said 
city, to-wit, the President of the Board 
of Trustees of said city, and also by 
the Treasurer of said city, and shall 
be countersigned by the City Clerk of 
said city; and the coupons of said 
bonds shall be numbered consecutively 
and signed by said Treasurer. 


Section 11.—Any and all bonds is- 


sued in pursuance hereof shall be sold 
in the manner provided by law for 
not less than par value, and for gold 
coin of the United States of America. 
And for the purpose of paying the 
principal and interest of said bonds, 
the Board of Trustees of said city 
shall, at the time of fixing the general 
tax levy, and in the manner for such 
general tax levy provided, levy and 
collect annually eaclr year until said 
bonds are paid, or until there shall be 
a sum in the treasury of said city set 
apart for that purpose sufficient to 
meet all sums coming due for princi- 
pal and interest on said bonds, a tax 
sufficient to pay the annual interest on 
such bonds, and also such part of the 
principal thereof as shall become due 
before the time for fixing the next 
general tax levy. Said taxes shall be 
in addition to all other taxes levied 
for municipal purposes, and shall be 
collected at the same time and in the 
same manner as other municipal taxes 
are collected, and shall be used for no 
other purpose than the payment of 
bonds and accruing interest. 


Section 12.—The City Clerk shall 


certify to the adoption of this ordi 
nance and shall cause the same to be

Gum Disease—It's 


Cause And Treatment. 


Gum 
disease is due to an ab- 


normal condition of the sapr of a tree. 
The condition of the sap is in some 
respects like the blood of animals— 
it becomes poisoned. When the blood 
of a person becomes abnormal or poi- 
soned, it of ten x shows itself by break- 
ing out on the skin. When the blood 
is poisoned it is very difficult to heal 
a wound in the skin, oftimes blood 
poison takes place, wjiile a wound in 
the ' skin readily. heals.. without any 
particular attention when the blood Is 
in good condition. The same condition 


rtakes .place, in a, tree when Jibe, sap 
becomes' sour, thick and poisoned" with 
such elements as excessive magnesia, 
organic acid and poison emitted from 
the root. When the sap becomes ab- 
normal or poisoned it often breaks out 
through the bark, sometimes it comes 
out through a knothole, or the cross- 
ing of a root or limb, or more general- 
ly brought out by some mechanical 
cause, such as hitting the bark*with a 
cultivator, hoe, weed-cutter, etc. When 
some mechanical abruption is made 
the sour and poisoned sap comes out 
and decays the bark and in a short 
time the gum disease starts I have 
seen it start in four days after the 
bark was knocked off below the sur- 
face of the' ground with a hoe. From 
this it is carried over the tree, the 
same as a sore or blood poison spreads 
over the body and in time proves fatal 
to life if the blood is not purified; and 
so if the sap is not sweetened and pur- 
ified it will prove fatal to the life of a 
tree. 


It matters not how much treatment 


may be made on the bark to cure this 
disease, a permanent cure cannot be 
made 
without 
treating the 
cause, 


which means to sweeten and purify 
the .sap, and the only way to do this 
is to sweeten and purify the soil, the 
source from which the tree obtains its 
sap. When the sap becomes sour and 
thick or gummy it cannot circulate to 
all parts of the tree freely and breaks 
out through some weak place on the 
bark. Sometimes gum pockets will 
first form under the inner bark, find 
the disease begins to spread over the 
tree. We frequently find many limbs 
dying because of a lack of this free 
transportation or circulation of the 
sap in a good normal condition. When 
the starch in the sap is not converted 
into sugar by the use of sufficient sol- 
uble or available lime in the soil, it 
clogs the circulation and forces out 
this abnormal or sour sap through the 
bark. 
/ 


"This lack of free circulation to the 
extremity of every limb is evidently 
the principal cause, if not the only 
cause, of the limbs dying. We also 
find the bark of the root rotting be- 
cause of this sour nnd poisoned condi- 
tion of the soil. All forms of gum dis- 
ease 
evidently originate 
from 
the 


same cause. 


THE CURE. 


Perhaps the cure of gum disease is 


the thing that more vitally concerns 
the grower than the cause. However, 
it is important that we know the cause 
of this troublesome disease, that we 
may know how to treat it. It is well 
known that the sap cannot become 
sour and poisoned unless there is acid- 
ity in the soil. It is also well known 
that there is only one element that 
will successfully overcome acidity and 
poisons of the soil, and that is the 
simple element of lime in its different 
forms. Carbonate of lime, which can 
be bought in the form of quicklime 
and air-slaked lime (which is, quick- 
lime slaked) is the form of lime that 
successfully neutralizes organic acid 
and the acid or noison' emitted from 
the 
root 
(di-hydroxy-stearic 
acid). 


This form of lime brings about an 
alkaline or sweet condition of the soil. 
The sulphate of lime, called gypsum, 
is the only form of lime that will suc- 
cessfully neutralize and overcom , the 
excessive magnesia in the-soil. This 
form of lime being soluble in water, 


also is taken up as a plant food very 
readily, thus filling the sap of a tree 
with 
the proper amount of lime, 


which is essential as the lime in a 
healthy tree is about one-half of all 
its solids. 
The sulphate of lime is, 


however, converted into the carbonate 
in the (soil and is taken up by the tree 
in this form. In treating a gum-dis- 
eased tree the first thing to do is to 
use about 150 pounds of the carbonate 
of lime and about 150 to 200 pourfds 
of gypsum and work it into the soil 
under and around the tree. It woilld 
be well to take about 50 pounds of tjhe 
carbdnateTin" the fortn^tof quick-lime 
and water-slake it and apply it u'nder 
and around the tree while warm, iyith 
plenty of water; better just at the 
time of irrigating, and basin the tree 
to take it down to the roots. About 
400 to 500 pounds of stable manure 
should be applied with the lime to sup- 
ply the necessary humus, especially in 
light soils. To hasten the cure the 
next thing'that should be done is to 
take out, about one-eighth of an inch 
of the bark half an inch apart around 
the trunk and limbs of a tree where 
it is affected, and wherever a gum 
pocket is found, it should be cut out 
and scraped. Be sure and find all 
these gum pockets. They are usually 
under the inner bark. 
After this, 


thoroughly whitewash the trunk and 
main limbs of the tree, and watch the 
tree for a few weeks or longer and 
wherever the gum appears or seeps 
out of the slits, remove it and do this 
until the gum ceases to appear. A 
tree that is badly affected cannot be 
cured thoroughly inside of a year or 
two, and if it is affected all over, it is 
possible that nothing can'cure it. It 
takes time to sweeten the soil and to 
thoroughly remove the sour sap and 
stiff gum from a tree, and also the 
poisons that have thoroughly saturat- 
ed the entire wood of the tree. If the 
above treatment will not cure a tree 
of this disease, it has gone to such an 
extent that'nothing will cure it, but I 
would not hasten to cut the tree down; 
give it a trial with this treatment. 
Many efforts have been 
made 
and 


theories advanced regarding the cause 
and treatment of gum disease, but 
nothing will succeed without remov- 
ing the cause. The theory has been 
advanced that it is caused by the 
crossing of a root or limb, and yet 
many roqts and.limbs are crossed that 
are never gummed. This is simply a 
mechanical cause that brings out the 
abnormal sap. , Some have removed 
the dirt from the crown roots and cut 
away the crossed roots and have ob- 
tained good results for a time at least 
and perhaps for a few years, but the 
removal of the soil and exposing it 
and the roots to the air and sun puri- 
fied it, which did t,he work, but this 
will not be permanent, and I strongly 
advise the lime treatment for a per 
manent cure. The soil must be thor- 
oughly mixed with lime at least three 
feet deep so as to come in contact 
with all the acidity and poison. This 
should not only be done with the trees 
affected 
with gum disease, but it 


should be done with every part of an 
orchard to prevent the disease from 


' coining. It is easier to prevent the 
| disease than to cure it. The weaker or 


i more sensitive trees are, like human 


j beings, more susceptible to diseases, 


• and thus are affected first, but 
the 


same cause is present in the soil and 
will eventually effect most every tree, 
as is the case in very old orchards in 
Southern California. 


To mix the soil thoroughly for the 


first three feet at least six or seven 
tons of the different forms of lime 
should be applied to the acre for two 
or three years, then cut the amount 
down gradually until about one and a 
fourth tons are used annually.

Because the Covina district lies in 


the center of the valley, surrounded 
by many wind-breaks of trees,' thf 
wind storm which sprang up suddenly 
Wednesday night did little damage to 
the fruit and the fruit trees. The 
storm came from the mountains and 
carried a large ainount of dust with it. 
For -several hours on Wednesday 
' night the groves were whipped by the 
wind, but a surprisingly small damage 
was done, and growers and packers 
agree that It was Covina's good for- 
tune to escape any serious results. 
-. In the districts nearer the.mountains 
considerable damage has been report- 
ed, as the wind had a better, chance tp 
destroy property. Fruit along the foot- 
hills was lashed off in some quantities, 
but even in these districts, the oranges 
were not ripe enough to come off in 
serious amounts. Limbs were broken 
from some of the larger trees. Shade 
trees suffered before the blast of the 
wind, and telephone and electric light 
services were handicapped for a few 
hours. 
. 


In Covina, one grower reported to 


the packing house that he had quite a 
little amount of fruit on the ground, 
but when the windfalls were picked 
up, only about twenty/loose boxes were 
found on ten acres. 


In Charter Oak it was feared that 


the fruit had been shaken off badly, 
but when an Investigation was made it 
was found that the fruit had stayed 
on well, and comparatively little dam- 
age had been done. This was true also 
in the Irwindale district. 


The wind carried a greater velocity 


than has been experienced in several 
years, but worse storms have been ex- 
perienced in the old days when the 
valley was bare. The orange groves 
have become so large that the wind is 
dissipated before it reaches the Co- 
vina belt. Compared with the storms 
of winter in the East, the little blow 
this week could not be mentioned ex- 
cept as a pleasant little breeze.

The "B. & F." dairy at Baldwin Park 


is putting in a big improvement which 
Is on a larger scale than anything that 
has been attempted in this valley of 
its kind. Mr. Frazler is having built 
two large silos, and this week has been 
cutting and pressing the ensilage corn. 
The silos will hold 400 tons, which the 
dairy owner believes will last him un- 
til next August, feeding less than two 
tons each day. 


There will be 50^000 carloads of 


oranges and lemons shipped but of 
California the coming season, accord- 
ing to preliminary estimates made by 
the 
California Fruit Growers' Ex- 


change. ' 
; 


The exact figures of the estimate are 


49,200, but it is yet too early to make 
an exact estimate, and the forecast 
therefore is given in round numbers. 


It may run higher than this, and it 


may be less, depending on the number 
of oranges 'that drop in the next few 
weeks, and the size which the fruit 
attains. A slight difference in size 
makes considerable difference in the 
number of carloads, but in general the 
estimate can be regarded as fairly 
accurate. It is not final, however. 


This includes the shipments from 


the north, as well as from Southern 
California. Last year the 
territory 


north of the Tehachepi, principally 
Tulare and Butte counties, shipped 
about 3000 cars. ' The prospect this 
year is for about 25 per cent more— 
partly due 'to increased bearing acre- 
age and partly to a better crop. 


This would leave about 46,000 to 


come from Southern California, com- 
pared with 43,385 for the season just 
closed; 30,113 for the preceding year; 
38,091 for the year ending October 31, 
1909, and 29,500 cars for the year end- 
ing October 31, 1908.
